ruined by rents th a t appeared as if 
by magic, even in new material. 
Often the only clue was th a t the 
damage seemed to occur only in 
winter. 
Chimneys belching smoke from 
countless furnaces apparently are 
the main, though Indirect, cause of 
the trouble, says John B. Wilkie, bu­ 
reau of standards chemist. 
The smoke increases the am ount 
of sulphur dioxide in the air. This 
chemical, mingling with oxygen in 
damp garm ents hung outdoors to 
dry, turns into sulphuric acid. The 
acid, concentrated in parts of the 
garm ent th a t dry last, causes the 
rents, he says. 
W inter dam age” occurs chiefly 
in localities where the 
water 
is 
"soft.” 
Soft water does not con­ 
tain 
bases, 
chemical 
substances 
that neutralize strong acid. 
New England is one of the prin­ 
cipal sufferers from “winter dam - 
j age” because the water there is 
prevailingly "soft.”

HYPNOTISM 
Faith cures and so-called m iracu­ 
lous cures have been known since 
the beginning of history. 
For many centuries such cures 
were 
achieved 
during 
religious 
trances and through mystical prac­ 
tices. 
In the latter part of the eigh­ 
teenth century a t about the tim e of 
the American revolution, a Viennese 
physician by the nam e of Franz An­ 
ton Mesmer developed a practice 
and elaborated a theory later given 
the name of hypnotism. 
Mesmer accounted for cures he ef­ 
fected by his mystical practices on 
the basis of anim al magnetism. 
This 
anim al 
m agnetism 
he 
thought to be a kind of impalpable 
gas or fluid which could be seen 
by a few elect, 6uch as sleep-walk­ 
ers. 
It was thought th a t animal 
magnetism could be bottled or box­ 
ed, and th a t not only hum an beings 
but trees and other objects could be 
endowed with it. 
Mesmer failed to arouse much in­ 
terest in Germany, but in Paris he 
made a great impression. 
Orthodox medical science looked 
upon Mesmer and his anim al m ag­ 
netism as a colossal piece of quack­ 
ery. 
About the middle of the last cen­ 
tury Jam es Braid, an English physi­ 
cian. became convinced th a t there 
was more to Mesmer’s idea than the 
medical fraternity would grant and 
after some original study he de­ 
veloped w hat is today recognized 
as hypnotism. 
He proved th a t mesmerism was 
not based upon any anim al m agnet­ 
ism but rather on the suggestibility 
of the hypnotised individual. 
The 
great 
French 
neurologist, 
Charcot, was deeply interested in 
hypnotism and attem pted to subject 
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it to scientific control 
Hypnotism m arks an interesting 
turning point in the development of 
modem psychiatry. 
Among other things, it demon­ 
strated th a t abnormal behavior can 
be produced without actual change 
in structure or constitution of the 
individual’s nervous system.

JOURNALISTS AS DIRECTORS 
(From Editor & Publisher) 
N 
An anonymous correspondent calls our attention to the obvious fact 
th a t the new board of directors of the Chicago Daily News does not 
include a working journalist. 
He asks whether tins is not a novelty 
and w hether captains of industry and finance are competent to direct 
a newspaper. 
We can’t get excited about it. O rdinarily, the personnel of a pews- 
paper corporation’s board of directors has little to do with the product 
th at the public buys. Many newspaper boards are manned by bankers, 
m erchants, physicians and lawyers, nursing a secret hunch that they 
could do the publishing job far better th an the m anagem ent, but rare­ 
ly letting am bition overcome business judgm ent. 
The directors’ task is to assure prudent m anagem ent, equitable dis­ 
tribution of dividends, provision of a surplus against declines in in ­ 
come or unforeseen expenses, economical financing of expansion and 
improvements. 
In the case of the Chicago Daily News, the editorial and business 
m anagem ent is and has been for years in m ost capable hands. 
The 
technical perform ance is as good as anything this country can show, 
and no board of directors of ordirfary business sagacity would in te r­ 
fere with its conduct. 
On the other hand, it is no secret th a t the co-operative purchase 
of the paper from the Victor F. Lawson estate, followed by the erec­ 
tion of a m agnificent office building and plant, complicated by the 
business depression and the untim ely passing of W alter A. Strong, 
have produced problems which are not in the experience of the oper­ 
ating staff, but fire routine for m ost of the men who will sit around 
the News board with Col. Frank Knox and Theodore T. Ellis, th e new 
owners. 
Few working journalists, we believe, will share the resentm ent of 
our unknown correspondent. Most of them have occupations far more 
interesting, if not so profitable, than watching interest dates, divi­ 
dend reserves, and occupany ratios. And we have our own hunch th a t 
for every working member of the Chicago News staff who hungers 
for a directorship, there is a captain of industry who would sw ap his 
place on the board for a regular job as m anaging editor. 
U nfor­ 
tunately for both ambitions, the qualities th a t make successful m an ­ 
aging editors do not always win in finance—and vice versa. *

The best time to plant 
winter 
barley is during the next two weeks, 
M. T. Hartman, Adams county farm 
agent, said today. 
“Clean seed should be used,” he 
advises, “and the general rate of 
seeding is 2 pounds per acre. 
The 
teed should be treated with either a 
mercury or a combination of mer­ 
cury and formaldehyde dust at the 
rate of three ounces per bushel 
Some of the grain dealers have 
equipment to treat barley seed or a 
mixing barrel which can be secured 
by calling at the court house 
is 
available. 
“Pour tests were conducted on the 
farms of Roy W. Bream, Gettysburg 
R. 4; Calvin Davis. York Springs; 
Roy Weaner. Gettysburg R- 7, and 
Qeorge Geiselman, Hanover R. 5, on 
the merits of treating barley 
for 
smut 
control. 
Untreated 
seed 
averaged thirteen per cent smut and 
treated seed 
four-tenths per cent 
smut and the treated seed gave the 
better stand of barley. 
“At this time the leading variety 
of barley-is Winter Tennessee which 
is a bearded variety that has pro­ 
duced from 35 to 70 bushels of bar­ 
ley per acre in Adams county in the 
past. 
“Barley is a valuable grain 
for 
feeding all kinds of livestock and is 
an exceptionally good nurse crop 
for alfalfa and clover. 
Barley re­ 
quires a good soil and will not yield 
well on a 
field 
low in 
fertility. 
Farmers are advised to sow a few 
acres of winter barley in place of 
wheat,” County Agent Hartman con­ 
cluded.
